pl*u. Lastjetr we tried Wud's special 1'crlil- 
Uer on Comment Park farm without much 
hip* of a favorable result. About four acres, 
which would not produce more than half a 
ton of taj to the acre was cowed to millet 
tad HuogatUa gnan. The soil was ligbt 
and pwUj wfU run dotrn and there was no 
manure on tho farm ready for use. As au 
«ip«riment w» tried Ward's Fortili/er pre- 
pared for this crop, sowing about $10 
worth to tlie acre. 'Ilie men wlio applied 
it, not having mucli . respect for new 
thiagri, laughed at tho idea that such sluff in 
such quantities could do any good. To test 
it more fully a nlrip about twenty five feel 
ia width was left through tho'middle of the 
field without tho fertilizer. TL« effect was 
very marked. The Blrip left did uot pro- 
duce much more thnn half as large a crop as 
did the other part of the field. About two 
tone to the acre was the result making the 
whole a yery profitable investment. No 
fertilizer tiat we have used has produced so 
largo results ia proportion to the outlay as 
this.
